W ashing ton, May 27 (A5)—The 
house committee on unAmerican 
activ ities soon will ask for a $50,- 
000 increase in its $100,000 a p­ 
propriation, Chairman Dies (D- 
Tex ) said today , so tha t “ we can 
g o 
into 
subv ersiv e 
more thoroug hly .” 
Referring to testimony of an 
a nti-Sem itic campaig n purport­ 
ed to be based on fears of a rev o­ 
lution, Dies said: 
“ That was just a tidbit of the 
stuff we’v e g ot and we’v e g ot to 
hav e more money to carry on 
the work., Last y ear, with only 
$25,000 to work with, we were 
criticized for not bring ing a lot 
of these people in. 
“ I asked for $150,000 this y ear, 
but some members of the house 
who thoug ht they knew more 
tha n I did, arrang ed it so tha t 
we g ot only $100,000. 
“ We oug ht to subpoena 500 to 
7 00 witnesses—may be 1,000, and 
we ca n’t do it with the fund we 
hav e. We hav e to pay their tra v ­ 
eling ex penses and $5 a day be­ 
sides.” 
Dies said in a sta tem ent he in­ 
tended to ex pose ev ery unAmeri­ 
can activ ity possible. Discussing 
testimony of Dudley P. Gilbert 
of New York, J ames Erwin Camp­ 
bell 
of 
Owensboro, 
Ky ., 
and 
Georg e Deatherag e of St. Albans, 
W. Va., Dies declared they had 
been 
activ e 
in 
disseminating 
a nti-Sem itic “ and obv iously pro- 
Fascist and pro-Nazi propag an­ 
da.” 
“ Althoug h 
these 
men 
all 
claimed they only seek to pre­ 
serv e the American form of g ov ­ 
ernment,” Dies said, “ there was 
one uniform fa ct which stood out 
common to all three. They are all 
on record as believ ing tha t a m il­ 
itary ‘na tiona list’ form of g ov ­ 
ernment is necessary or inev ita» - 
ble.” 
At the same time, Dies said 
“ another g roup,” while profess­ 
ing lov e for the American form 
of g ov ernment, appeals to class 
and relig ious hatred “ in the hope 
of inflaming the people to accept 
another form of g ov ernm ent- 
Communism.” 
When the committee inv esti­ 
g ates 
Communism, 
Dies 
said, 
Communists protest. He said a 
similar situation dev eloped when 
inquiries were made into Nazi 
and Fascist activ ities. 
“ To a ll these g roups let me 
say this,” Dies said: “ I am g oing 
to leav e no stone unturned. Let 
the chips fall where they may .”

Never before had men emerg ed alive from such 
a depth. Unfortunately 26 lives were lost before 
the Sq ualus’ plig ht became known. 
The sinking of the Sq ualus demonstrates once 
ag ain the limitations of human ing enuity when 
there is involved the necessity of contending 
ag ainst the inex orable forces of nature.

19 04 over twenty submarines have g one down 
and each new trag edy has stimulated the ef­ 
forts of naval eng ineers and architects to de­ 
vise means of increasing the element of safety 
in connection with their normal peacetime op­ 
erations.

The first tells us th at there 
are "still 503,000,000 acres of public domain un­ 
charted on the maps of the United States and 
Alaska, and that it will be y ears, if ever, before 
g overnment map makers can show us the out­ 
lines of a complete nation. The second tolls us 
that g overnment wants to g o ex ploring in the, 
Antarctic. 
The g eneral land office, responsible for map­ 
ping , ex plains th at natural phenomena have 
req uired numerous chang es in ex isting maps. 
The uncharted wide-open spaces are therefore 
g oing to remain just that. As for the Antarctic, 
the g entleman with a zeal for ex ploring is none 
other than a former editor of The Nation and 
The Portland (Me.) Evening News —• Dr. Ernest 
Gruening , serving just now as director of terri­ 
torial affairs, United States Department of the 
Interior. Dr. Gruening wants to fit out an ex ­ 
pedition that will plant the United States flag 
south of 6 0 deg rees latitude and thus claim a 
vast area for the United States. 
These low southern latitudes are said to be 
rich in « oal, mineral deposits and other re­ 
sources, and what with the prog ress of science 
and a contracting world, sovereig n claims are 
not to be despised.

THE PRIVATE WARS OF KINGS 
The history of man in Europe 
is one of almost incessant war 
and blood-shed. Wars were for­ 
ever breaking out over a g reat 
variety of causes—or over no 
cause at all. There were civil 
wars in which peasants foug ht 
ag ainst their ty rannical rulers 
and owners—in which the poor 
people foug ht ag ainst the nobles 
—in which sections speaking 
one tong ue foug ht ag ainst oth­ 
ers merely because they spoke 
another tong ue. There were wars 
in which Catholic nations foug ht 
other nations because they had 
turned 
Protestant—and 
often 
some Catholic nation would help 
some Protestant nation, because 
its ruler did not like the ruler of 
the other Catholic nation. Cath­ 
olic France, for instance, foug ht 
on the side of the Protestants 
ag ainst other Catholics in the 
Thirty Years War, just as she 
helped the Moslem Turks in their 
campaig n to capture Christian 
Vienna. 
The job of being king of the 
European 
countries 
g radually 
g ot into the hands of a half- 
dozen families, who were con­ 
stantly fig hting each other in an 
effort to seize a certain country 
or a certain throne for them­ 
selves or their relatives. 
Eng land—safe on that damp 
and dismal island across the 
water—conq uered 
still 
more 
damp and dismal Scotland in 
order to keep the bare-breeched 
Scotch from stealing all of the 
the cattle in the north of Eng ­ 
land. And when One of the fig ht­ 
ing Irish invited the Eng lish to 
come aCfoss and help him lick 


the other twenty or thirty king s 
of Ireland, they came—and from 
then on the King of Eng land 
was also the King of Ireland— 
the first time in history that all 
of the Irish had the same ruler. 
When William the Conq ueror 
captured the« crown of Eng land, 
in 106 6 A. D., he was also the 
owner of more land in France 
than was the King of France. 
Only after y ears and y ears of al­ 
most constant warfare were the 
Normans 
and 
their 
Eng lish 
knig hts and marvelous bowmen 
farced entirely out of France 
and back into Eng land. 
France was beaten into a 
strong , self-centered nation by 
the blows of her enemies—as 
crumbling iron is beaten into 
tempered steel by the blows of 
the hammer. She was the center 
of a ring of natural enemies. 
Eng land was a constant menace 
on the west. North and east were 
the constantly chang ing ele­ 
ments of the Holy Roman Em­ 
pire—the Netherlands and the 
Germans arid the Austfians. Arid 
to the south lay Spain—alway s a 
menace arid freq ueritly an ally of 
the Holy Roman Empire—ruled 
by some relative of the ruler of 
Austria. There was no Germany 
—and there was no Italian na­ 
tion. 
The Holy Roman Empire was 
a constantly shifting affair. At 
one time it included Germany 
and Austria and Bohemia and; 
Silesia and the Netherlands— 
Holland and Belg ium. And the 
inconseq uential Habsbtirg fam ­ 
ily , from Switzerland, was g reat-; 
er than the Empire—for they not 
only ruled the Empire by ‘'Divine

Rig ht” but at the same time they 
ruled Spain and Sardinia arid 
Sicily and the lower half of It­ 
aly and Milan and a g reat nar­ 
row strip of territory in the 
western borders of Hung ary . 
War was the daily diet of the 
subjects of the king s—war in 
which these subjects did 
the 
fig hting and paid the bills, while 
the king s enjoy ed the fruits of 
victory , if'there were any fruits. 
For ex ample, in the three hun­ 
dred y ears between 16 00 A. D. 
and 19 00 A. D., the common peo­ 
ple of Austria were forced to 
t&ke part in a total of forty -nine 
wars. They were at war for some 
part of each of one hundred and 
slx ty -one y ears out of the three 
hundred. 
During 
these same 
three hundred y ears France had 
an even worse record. Her men 
were at war only during one 
hundred and forty -eig ht of those 
y ears, but they were thrust into 
no less than sex enty -six differ­ 
ent wars. 
As we look back on the terrible 
history of Europe—or of almost 
any other part of the world, for 
that m atter—it is apparent that 
practically all the fig hting has 
been in vain. Of course, certain 
vital conflicts have kept the Per­ 
sian and the Hun arid the Mon­ 
g ol and the Turk and the Arab 
from overrunning the white man 
—but from the way the White 
man has acted one wonders 
Whether it would have 
been 
much worse if he had been over­ 
run. 
For thousand^ of y ears men 
left their homes and foug ht with 
strang ers to carry out the per­ 
sonal ambitions of some king . 
And finally the disturbed waters 
of war arose in the tidal wave of 
the World War—and wiped out 
most of the king s, along with the 
best of their sribjects. 
The q uestion of whether we 
shaU have peace or war has al­ 
way s resided in the hands of one 
or two or perhaps a dozen men 
—never more than that. When 
the king s lost that terrible pow­ 
er there was alway s some dy na-

for junior leaders a t Indianap­ 
olis next Wednesday

Saturday. 
The 4-H movement was set up 
on a nationwide basis 25 years 
ago. Since then about 7,500,000 
young people have been given 
4-H training in the 48 states, 
Puerto Rico, Alaska and Ha­ 
waii. Last year there were 1,- 
286,029 club members altogether 
and 49,899 in Indiana. 
The United States agriculture 
department’s extension service 
and land-grant colleges sponsor 
the clubs. 
Boys and girls be­ 
tween 10 and 21, mostly from 
farms and small towns, belong. 
County agents are in charge. 
Local club leaders serve without 
pay, many former club members, 
help them. 
‘Four-H” stands for the mot­ 
to — “Heads, Hands, Heart and 
health.”

Kiwanis clubs will pay expenses 
of junior leaders a t next week’s 
conference, to be held on the 
Indianapolis Boy Scout reserva­ 
tion.

One of the most-discussed, and 
least understood, beauty acces­ 
sories is the deodorant. 
Every summer thousands 
of 
women (and men, too), faced 
with the problem of trying to 
look cool and fresh in hot weath­ 
er, hopefully buy a bottle or ja r 
of some product they hope will 
serve the necessary 
purposes. 
Many of them, however, haven’t 
the slightest idea of what they 
are getting. 
Deoderants fall into two cate­ 
gories: Simple deodorants and 
perspiration checks. Simple de­ 
odorants are designed to deodor­ 
ize, but not to stop perspiration. 
Perspiration checks are made to 
route the perspiration to other 
parts of the body than those to 
which the anti-perspirant is ap­ 
plied. 
Most perspiration checks are 
in cream or liquid form. Deodor­ 
ants, for the most part, are in 
powder form. (By the way, there 
is a very handy little power com­ 
pact you can carry in your purse 
for retouching purposes). 
Some people perspire very lit­ 


tle, or live very inactive lives, 
and they probably will find that 
the deodorant is all they need. 
Persons who perspire more free­ 
ly probably will use a perspira­ 
tion check. 
When you buy whichever one 
you choose, read the labels on 
the products shown to you very 
carefully. Incidentally, with the 
new Drug and Cosmetic Act go­ 
ing into effect June 25, you’ll 
be smart to get into the habit of 
reading labels carefully on all 
cosmetics and drugs you buy. 
Beginning then it will be a fed­ 
eral offense for a manufacturer 
to print misleading information 
on his labels. And it stands to 
reason that a manufacturer who 
has something for which he can 
make legitimate claims will put 
those claims on the label—where 
all who will may read.

But before the claims against 
Poland could be foreclosed by 
Germany, England made some 
cautious “steps to stop Hitler” 
moves in southeast Europe. Al­ 
most a t once Hitler moved into 
Moravia and the rest of Czech­ 
oslovakia where it was agreed 
he had not a tassel of equity 
right, racially or otherwise. (And 
then England started work in 
earnest to tie up allies on all 


side s a ga inst furthe r e x pa nsion.) 
It wa s the first solid e vide nce 
tha t Hitle r ma y ha ve cha nge d 
his ta ctics. Wa s he 
convince d 
tha t Engla nd would sta nd in the 
wa y of his re a liz a tion e ve n of 
those cla ims in which he ha d a 
show of right? If so, he ma y 
a ba ndon his progra m of se e king 
to a void conflict with Engla nd. 
He ma y de cide the re is only one 
wa y for Ge rma ny to obta in a 
re a sona bly importa nt pla ce in 
the world a nd tha t is by de stroy­ 
ing Brita in. 
Tha t is why so much import­ 
a nce a tta che s to the Polish bus­ 
ine ss just now. Engla nd 
ha s 
ma de a te nta tive a gre e me nt to 
prote ct Pola nd, but she le ft he r­ 
se lf a fa ce -sa ving ope ning. She 
promise d a id only if 
Ge rma n 
move s a ga inst Da nz ig a nd the 
Corridor thre a te ne d Polish in­ 
de pe nde nce . 


More Conce ssions? 
It is possible tha t conce ssions 
ma y be worke d out which will 
sa tisfy Hitle r without too se r­ 
iously a ffronting Pola nd. He ma y 
conclude the re is a wa y, othe r 
tha n by wa r with Engla nd, to 
a dditiona l cla ims in which the re 


is a show of historica l or e cono­ 
mic e quity, such a s colonie s. But 
if Engla nd’s e ncircle me nt wa s too 
ha sty, a nd ha s convince d Hitle r 
tha t the only wa y out for Ge r­ 
ma ny is to sma sh Engla nd, the n 
he ma y not try the pe a ce ful wa y 
with Pola nd. 
Tha t is why Pola nd is wa tche d 
so close ly just now, a nd why 
sta te sme n a re gla d of the roya l 
dive rsion 
of 
public 
a tte ntion. 
The y a lwa ys fe e l be tte r whe n 
the re is le ss public a gita tion. 
And re ga rdle ss of wha t ma y be 
thought of the fore ign policy of 
this a dministra tion or of e a rlie r 
a dministra tions, the unde rlying 
motive of a ll of the m ha s be e n 
the be lie f tha t once wa r sta rts 
in Europe it will be ne x t to im­ 
possible to sta y out of it.

u factu ring indu stries in fou r 
large Indiana cities in 1937 ov er 
1935 was rep orted in a su rv ey by 
the Dep artment of Commerce. In 
the fifth city for which statis­ 
tics were made p u blic, there was 
a drop in the nu mber of work ers 
bu t an increase in wages p aid. 
Terre Hau te’s 2,949 su rv ey ed 
wage-earners in 1937 receiv ed 
$3,38 2,678 in wages, comp ared 
with 3,435 work ers who receiv ed 
$3,276,968 in 1935 . Eighty -nine 
indu stries were inclu ded in the 
Terre Hau te stu dy . 
The nu mber of wage-earners 
in Mu ncie increased from 8 ,5 5 3 
in 1935 to 11,905 in 1937, while 
wages rose from $9,38 7,179 in 
1935 to $16,5 64,720 in 1937. There 
were 8 7 indu stries inclu ded in 
the 1937 su rv ey and 8 9 in the 
1935 stu dy . 
Wage-earners in 62 indu stries 
in Anderson in 1937 totalled 13,- 
8 8 3 comp ared with 10,192 in 61 
indu stries in 1935 . Wages in 1937 
were $19,170,091 comp ared with 
the nu mber of wage-earners rose 
$12,446,05 4 in 1935 . 
In 74 Elk hart establishments 
from 4,15 8 in 1935 to 5 ,5 5 0 in 1937.
